Plans for the 
construction of a 
garage for State Highway Depart­ 
ment

ages, are being marie under direction 
of Deputy Superintendent Samuel B. 
Rambo, who will supervise construe- j 
tion for the 
Highway Department, 
which will pay the cost. 
It is be­ 
lieved the building will pay for itself 
in a few years as the State will not 
only house and care for its owncars, 
but have its own repair place. Gov­ 
ernor William C. Sproul 
has been 
moving along the line of cutting 
down such charges and repair bills 
are being very closely scanned. 
The new garage 
will be IOO by 
200 feet, fire proof construction and 
two stories high with entrances on 
North street and a second floor en­ 
trance on State street, Harrisburg.

Should Be in Streams With Bugs to 
Their Taste. 


Yellowstone Park, Wyo., July 2 6 - 
Thousands of trout 
are in the wrong 
“boarding house,” declares Professor 
R. A. Muttowski, of the University of 
Idaho, who is here trying to figure out 
a carefully selected diet for each spe­ 
cies. 
Certain types 
of trout should
